Washington, Dec. 1.—The record billion dollar congresses 


of ordinary peace times faded into the past today when Secre- 
tary Glass, presenting- the annual estimates, proposed appropri- 
ations of practically five billion dollars for conducting the peace 
time activities of the government during the fiscal year 1921. 


The greatest individual estimates for expenditures, of 


course, go to the army and navy. The yearly interest on the 
war debt, however, is $1,017,500,000, which sum alone is great- 
er than all the appropriations for all purposes whatsoever of 
any peace time congress.

Print paper is now 
selling at three times the, old prices, and it is hard to 
get at any price. The forests that supply the raw ma- 
terial for pulp aro molting away.

paper mill employes. 


The decrease in stocks and tho accompanying in-

THE KIGHT OF ITVEE SPEECH. 


In holding that the freedom ot speech guaranteed 


by the constitution is subject to limitations a justice of 
•the United Statea court of appeals defines as law just 
what common sense dictates 1?-W should be. 


»In the case in which decision was rendered the de- 


fendant had obstructed the operation oC the draft law 
by assorting that men were fools to ontor the army, 
and, when brought to bar for his utterances, set up tho 
constitutional guarantee against the abridgement 
of 


freedom of speech as his defense. 


The court held that conations of war subject indi- 


vidual rights to qualification. 
Thus, IE the accused in 


peace had a right to talk as he did, he lost it in war. 
It is tho view of the court that speech that might bo 
permissible in peace may be prohibited In war. It 
would seem to follow also that there ought to be some 
exceptions to the freedom of speech In time of peace, 
though It might bci exceedingly difficult to establish the 
Hue between whit is proper and that -which 'is outside 
the pale of the constitutional warrant. ' Of course free- 
dom of speech at no time includes the privilege of uttor- 


"ing that which Is indecent or oC advocating an act which 


\fi unlawful. 
\ 


It is sometimes true that what appears to be tho 


propor limit of free speech may seem to be transgressed, 
yet an attempt to restrain such utterances by legal pro- 
cedure might work greater injury than good. Yet there 
is another class that takes advantage of our free speech 
leniency for whom grace should not be granted. 


It seems clear that it was never intended that this 


provision of the constitution should extend to permis- 
sion to anarchists to advocate the destruction of gov- 
ernment and civilization as we'll, and that would apply 
In peace as well as in war. Liberty docs not mean li- 
cense and freedom of speech should not include per- 
mission to advocate doctrines that are subversive of law 
and morals. 
"Yet in applying tho measure to determine 


on which side of the line an utterance lies, care must 
be exercised that only a just and legal zeal be used lest 
we err in restricting improperly a bulwark of our lib- 
erties.
